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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Ellery does not disclose a film 
having paper, but teaches a film formed from paper. Examiner agrees that Ellery teaches forming a thermoplastic film; however, the 
reference teaches the film if made from paper containing material, such as cellulose ester fiber, which the paper containing material is 
primarily made from (85 weight percent) (column 1 , line 53 through column 2, line 6). The cellulose ester material of Lever and Ellery is 
interpreted as paper based material according to column 2, lines 3-4 of Ellery. Additionally, in claim 38, the phrase, "for printing a toner 
image thereon" is an intended use, which is given little patentable weight and the phrase, "toner image can be fused and fixed" constitutes 
a 'capable of limitation. Such a recitation that an element is 'capable of performing a function is not a positive limitation but only requires 
the ability to so perform. 

Regarding the submitted Declaration by Yaacov Almog, the declaration has been considered by the Examiner. The Declaration argues one 
skilled in the art would not generally recognize thermoplastic films or polymeric films as being interchangeable with coated or uncoated 
paper substrates for printing toner images thereon, because of differing chemical and physical properties of cellulose pulp and cellulose 
acetate. Although the paper containing materials of Lever and Ellery may be chemically different from ordinary paper, the instant claims do 
not limit the paper substrate to ordinary paper, having certain chemical and/or physical properties or characteristics. Therefore, paper has 
been given its broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the supporting disclosure, which includes the cellulose ester fibers and cellulose 
pulp of Ellery. 
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
